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Depositions In 
Norton Estate 
Suit Proposed 


A recommendation by Circuit 
Judge Glenn W. Jackson that de­ 
fendants Frank and George Lin- 
denthal testify under oath wheth­ 
er certain records, whose exist­ 
ence is denied by them, do actual­ 
ly exist was filed this week 
in 
Circuit Court. 
The proposal is contained in an 
opinion issued by Judge Jackson 
in response to a request that the i 
estate of John P. Norton, 
late 
publisher and owner of the Daily 
Press, in their 
accounting 
suit 
against the 
Lindenthal 
brothers 
and the Delta Broadcasting Com­ 
pany, be allowed to examine the 
records of financial 
transactions j 
made by the 
defendants 
when 
they were employed as executives 
of the Daily Press and radio sta­ 
tion WDBC. 
Existence Must Be Proved 
To determine their existence, he 
suggests that depositions (sworn 
statements made in the presence 
of a notary public) be taken 
by ! 
the plaintiff's counsel and placed 
in the case file. 
From that testi­ 
mony he will be able to deter­ 
mine which records he may order 
to be produced to the plaintiff. 
The Judge states: 
"The Court 
has examined the 59 assignments 
of the plaintiff and also the an­ 
swers of the individual defendants 
thereto. 
As to many of (the) 
subject matters, it appears prima : 
facie to be proper subject mat­ 
ters for discovery. As to the rec­ 
ords or other written memoranda 
which defendants denied to exist, 
the opinion of the Court is that 
the plaintiff should be allowed to 
take depositions of the individual 
defendants, or either of them, to 
determine whether the records or 
other written memoranda exist, 
with respect to which discovery is 
sought.” 
Indefinite Allegations 
He further declares 
that the 
‘‘plaintiff referred to certain gen­ 
eral allegations in the bill of com­ 
plaint and in the answer of the 
defendants. 
Because of the gen­ 
erality of many of these, the Court 
fs of the opinion that the allega­ 
tions are not sufficiently definite 
and specific. Specific subject mat­ 
ters for discovery should be set 
forth in the motion (for discov­ 
ery) from which the Court can 
determine definitely what discov­ 
eries should be granted, limited 
or denied.” 
The authorization for the legal 
acceptance and validity of deposi­ 
tions in the matter is cited by the 
judge to be Court Rule No. 41. 
Jackson states that he will with­ 
hold ruling on the plaintiffs mo­ 
tion for discovery on the basis of 
this recommendation for not more 
than 30 days to allow the plain­ 
tiff to proceed on the recommen­ 
dation. 
Probable action on the opinion 
has not been determined.

The City of 
Escanaba 
should 
"as quickly as possible take steps 
to design, construct, and place in 
operation an 
electric 
generating 
plant” with capacity to meet the 
city’s entire 
requirements, 
the 
City Council has been advised by 
Consoer, Townsend & Associates, 
consulting engineers of 
Chicago. 
Cost of the project is estimated at 
$4,050,000. 
Escanaba City Council in spec­ 
ial informal session recently dis­ 
cussed the report and its recom­ 
mendations. It will meet again in 
connection with the study follow­ 
ing information from the Upper 
Michigan Power & Light Com­ 
pany requested by City Manager 
A V. Aronson. 
The city now purchases (as it 
has for many years) electric pow­ 
er 
wholesale 
from 
the 
Power 
Company, a 
subsidiary 
of 
the 
Mead Corporation, which also op­ 
erates the Escanaba Paper Com­ 
pany. 
Seek To End Contract 
The city's contract 
with 
the 
Power Company is scheduled to 
expire Aug. 1, 1959. 
Early last year the Mead Cor­ 
poration began discussions with 
the city regarding changes in the 
city's electric power demand and 
the energy charges and other fac­ 
tors. 
The city was informed that 
the electrical energy it had pur­ 
chased was triple 
that of 
1939 
"and the Power 
Company 
had 
reached the limit of its physical 
capacity to supply power to the 
city.” 
The position of the city is that 
a rate of increase to the Power 
Company is not warranted at this 
time; and that a study should be 
made by an independent engin­ 
eering firm of the entire electric 
problem. 
This study was made by Con­ 
soer & Townsend and their report 
was recently received by the city. 
Own Distributing System 
The Escanaba electrical depart­ 
ment was first organized in 1892 
at which ithe city generated its 
own power and continued to do so 
until 1903, when it 
began 
pur­ 
chasing power from the Escanaba 
Paper Company. 
Through the years the city has 
continued purchasing power from 
this source and from its subsid­ 
iary, the Upper Michigan Powei 
& Light Company, 
at 
wholesale 
and distributing it over its own 
electric distribution -system. 
The consulting engineers found 
the "overhead 
distribution 
sys­ 
tem (of the city) in good condi­ 
tion and well maintained.” 
It has been a 
very profitable 
operation for the community witri 
eelctrical energy "purchased at a 
very advantageous wholesale rate 
and then distributed and sold to 
the various users at retail rates 
that are equal to or below the av­ 
erage rate schedule of both pub­ 
licly and privately owned utili­ 
ties.”

During periods 
of 
maximum 
customer demand the paper mill’s 
operation has to be curtailed be­ 
cause ol the power shortage. 
The Mead Corporation consid­ 
ers "the paper 
business 
is 
of 
prime importance and 
that 
the 
generating of electrical energy is 
more or less a by-product of this 
process.” the consulting engineers 
reported. 
Meanwhile the electric power 
demand by the City of Escanaba, 
the Power Company’s largest cus­ 
tomer. is increasing. 
If the city is unable to obtain 
additional power, due to the pre­ 
sent limited capacity, power cus­ 
tomers and sales will be much 
reduced "as no new industry will 
be interested in locating in Escan­ 
aba unless adequate close-at-hand 
generating capacity is available.” 


The Basic Question 


The engineers in their 
report 
point out that the problem is one 
jointly affecting the Mead Cor­ 
poration and its subsidiaries and 
the community. 
If one 
is 
ad­ 
versely affected, so are all. 
The question must be answered 
in a way that does not injure one 
of the principal 
industrial 
con­ 
cerns, they report. 
"Basically, we believe the prob­ 
lem to be—who is going to pro­ 
vide the generating capacity nec­ 
essary to supply the growing de­ 
mands of this community?” 
The 
consultants 
recommend 
that the city take immediate steps 
toward the 
planning 
and 
con­ 
struction of an electric generating 
plant "in order to solve the city’s 
electrical problem 
and 
permit 
both the city and the Mead Cor­ 
poration to plan effectively for 
the future.” 
Estimate Cost $4,050,000 
The recommended city electric 
plant should be steam 
operatedi 
and located on city-owned prop­ 
erty on the north bay shore. 
"This 
location 
has 
adequate 
lake frontage to handle self-un­ 
loading lake coal boats and pro­ 
vide adequate coal storage, which 
will permit use of the most econ­ 
omical fuel.”
